COUNT ONE

Superior Court Criminal Case No. F1099-93, did unlawfLiUy and knowingly receive and possess a 

firearm, that is, a Ruger .22 caliber semi-automatic pistol, and did unlawfiilly and knowingly receive 

and possess ammunition, that is, .22 caliber ammunition which had been possessed, shipped and 

transported in and affecting interstate and foreign commerce.
